History of : Chapter 


In the fall of 1918, Victoria Gross en- 
tered Indiana University, and in addi- 
tion to her French and History majors 
learned about an organization called Psi 
Iota Xi Sorority through the Blooming- 
ton Psi Otes. With her new knowledge 
came the desire to have a Psi Ote chap- 
ter in Ft. Wayne, so she wrote to her 
sisters, Lo and Gertrude, and a friend, 
Hilda Schwehn, and these three formed 
the O’Kiku Club, which, after a few 
Ons petitioned for a Psi Ote Char- 
er. 


The group was accepted and installa- 
tion was held August 9, 1919 at the home 
of Margaret Strieder Smith on Meyer 
Avenue with the following eleven char- 
ter members: Gladys Becker, Velma 


Grosjean, Victoria Gross, Gertrude Gross 
Hanser, Meribah Ingham, Ethel Peter- 
son Kuntz, Martha Canada Kruse, Hil- 
da Schwehn, Margaret Strieder Smith, 
Loraine Gross Young, and Mary Zent. It 
is an enviable record and truly an 
achievement to report that of those 
eleven charter members, seven are still 
active members of Pi Chapter, three have 
moved out of town, and only one has 
strayed from the fold. The outstanding 
attribute of Pi Chapter is not its accom- 
plishnments, which have been many and 
varied, but the ability to hold its mem- 
bership together. In this fact lies the 
group’s strength. The chapter now num- 
bers ninety-three members and eighteen 
pledges. 
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Records reveal that Pi Chapter in its 
thirty-one years of existence has in- 
itiated one hundred ninety members: 
sixty have moved out of town, thirty-two 
have resigned, (twenty of these have 
since moved from Ft. Wayne) and there 
have been five deaths. 


The chapter’s primary interest during 
its first few years was membership, and 
it experienced the usual “growing pains” 
of any young organization. It gained its 
members by twos and threes and argued 
about each one. As one charter member 
says, ‘““‘We wanted to be sure they’d stick 
and work.” History has proved they did! 


By 1922, the chapter was twenty-nine 
strong and growing a bit independent, a 
baby just beginning to walk. Among the 
first money-making projects was serving 
Masonic dinners for which each member 
received one dollar, which she in turn 
donated to the chapter. 


More growing pains and more mem- 
bers added, and then in 1926 the young 
chapter took on entertaining national 
convention at the total cost of $1,006.45. 
A dinner at the Elks, luncheon at Wolf 
and Dessauer’s and more activities at the 
old Anthony Hotel were some of the con- 
vention activities. Marion Cherry was 
president that year and one of the high- 
lights of the convention for Pi Chapter 
was the model initiation service staged 
at Trinity Church on a beautiful June 
day. The highlight was, of course, the 
fact that the ritual was written by Clare 
McDarby, Vic Gross, and Ann Duemling 
of our own chapter. The ritual was ap- 
proved and accepted as the initiation 
service for Psi Iota Xi throughout the 
state. This marked the beginning of a 
dignified and solemn initiation with of- 
ficers wearing gowns of blue and gold, 
the diamond arrangement on the floor, 
the plaque and so forth. 


In these early days, the chapter’s 
money-making projects were still the 
Masonic dinners, rummage and bake 
sales, and the selling of Aplets. Early 
charity projects were buying glasses, and 
later milk, for the underprivileged 
school children, helping the Girl Scouts, 
and contributing to the Florida hurri- 
cane relief. 


In 1928 the chapter held a dance at 
the Country Club and went $128.00 in 
the hole. In November of that year they 
initiated nine new members, the largest 
group in its history at that time. In June 
of the following year (1929) the group 
pledged nineteen girls in a garden serv- 
ice at the home of Marie Miller. This 
being the chapter’s tenth anniversary, 
they decided they had grown too big so 
they tried to separate into two groups, 
having every third meeting together. 
There is no record as to how the sep- 
aration was accomplished, but the secre- 
tary’s books show that it was unsuccess- 
ful and after a year’s trial the group 
voted to become as one again. In 1929, 
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they also contributed $100.00 to the Girl 
Scouts. 

In the fall of 1930 the group was again 
together with $90.00 in the bank and lots 
of ideas as to how to make money which 
was used at the end of the year to buy 
a piano for the County Infirmary. 


Having bridge parties for money oc- 
cupied the chapter during part of the 
year of 1931. With their money they 
bought forty-eight earphones for the 
Irene Byron Sanatorium. The chapter 
now numbered forty-three active mem- 
bers and nine pledges. With Jane Duem- 
ling as president, the chapter really had 
an active year. In addition to the ear- 
phones, they pledged $100.00 to the 
Community Chest and gave $50.00 to the 
Y. W. C. A. In addition, they raised the 
treasury to $260.00. In March of this 
year, they discussed and voted upon 
Camp Christmas Seal as a charity pro- 
ject. This summer camp for underpriv- 
ileged children of the city operated by 
the Anti-Tuberculosis Association, oc- 
cupied Pi Chapter’s interest and efforts 
for a decade. In June of this same year 
Ann Duemling was elected National 
Grand President. 


In 1932, the year started out with a 
book rental and cheese gift box sale as 
fund raising projects, and the treasury 
reached an all-time low of $12.36. How- 
ever, we finished the year with $419.00 
frozen in the bank, and $148 accessible. 
We pledged Camp Christmas Seal $375.00 
when the banks opened in addition to 
$125.00 in cash. 


The following year the members 
worked at raffles, style show and lecture 
to raise $300.00 by June of 1933. This 
year they sent a delegation to East Chi- 
cago to install a chapter. 


In 1934, they introduced the annual 
charity ball at Christmas time as a fund 
raising and fun-having project. With 
$1,000.00 in the bank, they entered the 
big time fund-raising field and brought 
Amelia Earhart to Fort Wayne for a lec- 
ture. The following year the chapter 
brought Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins for another lecture, and while this 
was an educational and cultural success, 
it raised the treasury by a mere $100.00. 


The next year started with Irene Cas- 
tle and a style show at Wolf and Des- 
sauer’s. This being the year of the flood, 
we contributed $50.00 to the flood relief 
and an additional $25.00 to the Jeffer- 
sonville Psi Otes. 


In 1937, we made our first venture 
with the Fort Wayne Charity Horse 
Show Association as a sponsoring group. 
This activity has since become a major 
fund-raising project of Pi Chapter. 


It was in this year that the group de- 
termined a policy for the future growth 
of the chapter. It was decided that when 
the membership reached sixty, a plan of 
re-organization in which two groups 
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would be formed within one chapter, 
would be instituted. 
In 1941 the chapter was divided into 


two groups, the Junior and Senior, with 
a co-ordinating board of directors com- 
posed of officers and heads of standing 
committees. The chapter functions as 
a single entity, working as one on all 
projects, fund-raising and charity. Each 
meets separately on the same night, and 
every third meeting it is endeavored to 
have a joint meeting. There is a single 
slate of officers, with the vice president 
serving as the executive of the Senior 
eroup. This group also has an assistant 
secretary and treasurer. While the sep- 
aration plan as devised by Pi Chapter 
has its faults, to be sure, in the main 
it has been successful and certainly has 
since 1941 gone on to greater glory as 
an active and outstanding organization 
of the city. 

In June of 1941, the chapter, with the 
help of Delta Gamma, of Fort Wayne, 
entertained the national Psi Iota Xi 
convention at the Spink-Wawasee Hotel 
at Lake Wawasee. This year also the 
chapter spent $500.00 for improvements 
at Camp Christmas Seal and to employ 
a nurse for the camp. At this time, 
Louise Wilkins, a Pi Chapter member, 
was elected to head Camp Christmas 
Seal, the first time a woman was named 
to this post in Fort Wayne. 


A special paragraph might be in order 
to recognize the two large scale building 
programs carried on at Camp Christmas 
Seal during this time. Each took a pe- 
riod of years and totaled $2,000 each. 
The chapter first built a dormitory and 
bath house for the Camp and dedicated 
this in 1935. They undertook a remodel- 
ing project for an additional $2,000 to 
modernize and equip the kitchen and 
construct a new dining room. This pro- 
ject was finished in 1941. During this 
period the chapter in addition provided 
for many current needs of the Camp 
from year to year. 


During these years, while the chapter’s 
main interest was Camp Christmas Seal, 
they continued to help other smaller 
projects, such as the Needlework Guild, 
Fort Wayne Art School, Red Cross and 
similar funds. In 1942, they contributed 
over $500.00 to the Red Cross. This year 
also, the chapter donated $2,500.00 to 
the Army Emergency Fund, which repre- 
sented our portion of the proceeds of the 
Charity Horse Show. During the war 
years, the chapter aided in many ways 
various war efforts. 


In 1943, the group entered its second 
decade of support of Camp Christmas 
Seal with a donation of $500.00, bringing 
its total contribution to the Camp to 
over $8,000.00. When Camp Christmas 
Seal was abandoned as a summer camp 
for underprivileged children of the city, 
Pi Chapter was left without a pet char- 
ity project, but not for long. 
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The Camp was closed in 1943, so the 
following sorority year of 1944-45, Pi 
Chapter raised $1,200.00 to finance a 
survey of Fort Wayne’s present and fu- 
ture needs in the recreational field. The 
greatest part of this money was raised 
by sponsoring a Zollner Piston Basket- 
ball game. This marked the entrance of 
Pi Chapter into the field of community 
recreation and during the next six years, 
$11,000 was spent for the improvement 
of recreational facilities in the city. For 
this activity we were awarded the 1949- 
50 coveted Governor’s Award for out- 
standing work in the State of Indiana 
in the field of recreation. This marked 
the first time that this award was given 
to an organization rather than to an in- 
dividual, and we were indeed proud to 
bring this honor to Psi Ote. The chap- 
ter’s record, on which the Governor’s 
honor was based, started with a con- 
tribution of $566.00 to furnish a library 
at Jefferson Center, the city’s first down- 
town recreational center established in 
a one-time junior high school building. 
In 1945 and 1946 they spent $1,000 each 
summer to provide trained leadership at 
Franke Park as a demonstration day 
camp program. This was established on 
the site of old Camp Christmas Seal. In 
1947-48 $2,200 was spent to furnish and 
decorate the McCulloch Community 
Center, which the City Park Board built 
at the cost of $62,000 to provide a recrea- 
tional center in the negro section of the 
city. This center is considered one of 
the outstanding inter-racial community 
centers of the state. 


In 1948-49, the chapter undertook a 
major building program to remodel the 
two-story frame house on the site of 
Camp Christmas Seal and convert it 
into a year-round youth recreational 
center, to give the city of Fort Wayne its 
second winterized recreational center 
available to groups for meetings and 
parties twelve months out of the year. 
An additional $1,000 was spent this year 
to furnish the center, which was named 
the Psi Iota Xi House by the Park Board 
in recognition of Pi Chapter’s work in 
recreation in Fort Wayne. 


The “Psi Ote House,” as it is com- 
monly known, is a remodeled two-story 
frame residence, in the second story of 
which the caretaker’s apartment is es- 
tablished. On the first floor is the re- 
creational center, consisting of a living 
room with a large fireplace, a long 
elassed-in solarium, modern kitchen 
with electric stove and refrigerator, two 
lavatories, and a store room. The center 
readily accommodates upwards to 100 
persons, and Pi Chapter has had many 
of its joint meetings there since it was 
dedicated in December of 1949. The cen- 
ter is located in Franke Park, which has 
been developed into one of the city’s out- 
standing parks, including, in addition 
to a well-developed winter sports area,

a large man-made lake and a $150,000 
News-Sentinel out-door theatre  pre- 
sented to the city by one of our own 
members, Helene Foellinger, publisher of 
the News-Sentinel, in memory of her 
father. 

This past June, Pi Chapter added an- 
other milestone to its career when it 
constructed a large hard-surfaced area 
in Foster Park at a cost of approximately 
$1,000.00 The area is being used this 
summer for free public weekly square 
dances under the auspices of Wolf and 
Dessauer Department Store and the Fort 
Wayne Park Board. The dances attract 
four to five thousand persons weekly 
and are considered one of the outstand- 
ing recreational activities of the city 
during the summer months. The surface 
measures 100 by 110 square feet and is 
adaptable for many other uses such as 
outdoor roller skating, miniature racing, 
court games and exhibitions of all kinds. 

In addition to its interest in recrea- 
tion, Pi Chapter also contributes to and 
supports the Fort Wayne Philharmonic 
Orchestra, contributes to many fund 
drives and recently pledged $1,200.00 to 
the new Parkview Memorial Hospital 
fund. 

To raise these sums, the chapter an- 
nually sponsors the Fort Wayne Charity 
Horse Show along with three other phil- 
anthropic. organizations, an annual 
charity dance during the Christmas 
holidays, rummage sales, special raffles, 
and so forth. In 1948, we sponsored the 
First Piano Quartet’s initial appearance 
in Fort Wayne and realized over $1500.00. 
The group is returning the Quartet to 
Fort Wayne this fall for a second ap- 
pearance. A new and enjoyable project 
introduced last year and to be repeated 
again this year is the sponsoring of the 
Fort Wayne Antique Show. 

All of Pi Chapter’s activities are not 
confined to fund-raising and spending. 
Each year the program of meetings in- 
cludes parties and fun as well as many 
interesting cultural and _ educational 
talks and demonstrations. Pi Chapter is 
a group which derives pleasure from 
working together and playing together. 
A unique feature of the Chapter is the 
age span of the members, the Junior 
and Senior groups enjoying the associa- 
tion of one another. It is one of the few 
organizations, and certainly the city’s 
outstanding one, in which mother- 
daughter teams work side by side in ac- 
complishments. 


_ Miss Jean O’Rourke, Northern Prov-

The Pi Chapter of Psi Iota Xi was in- 
stalled at Fort Wayne, August 9, 1919. 
The grand officers present at the install- 
ation were: Harriett Bowman, Alpha, 
Grand President; Margaret Meck 
Matthews, Kappa, Grand Vice President; 
Sarah Jackson Clark, Alpha, Grand Sec- 
retary; Burton Sickles, Rho, Grand Con- 
ductress; Margaret Robison, Sigma, 
Grand Treasurer, was unable to attend, 
so Luella Morrison, Alpha, was appoint- 
ed to take her place; Ruth Miller, Rho, 
also assisted. 


The officers were entertained at the 
Anthony Hotel. They were taken to the 
home of Margaret Strieder where the 
examination was held in the afternoon. 
The girls were 100 per cent efficient in 
the Constitution drill. For dinner, they 
were taken downtown to the Wolf and 
Dessauer tea room. The table was beau- 
tifully decorated in blue and gold flow- 
ers, and the place cards were hand paint- 
ed Meee re Tt cards in blue and 
gold. 


After dinner, they returned to the 
Strieder home where the ritual was giv- 
en most impressively. The candidates 
had several clever songs which they had 
written. If you want good songs for some 
sorority affair, write to Pi Chapter and 
they can help you out.

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PI NEWS LETTER, 1920 


In the spring of the year 1919, a young 
student came home from her sojourn at 
‘Indiana U.” and suggested that there 
be established in Fort Wayne, a chapter 
of Psi Iota Xi. 

Application for a charter was made 
and thereupon we were notified that a 
book be compiled showing statistics re- 
garding our moral and social life, and 
incidentally, our physical contours. Thu: 
came the necessity of borrowing auto- 
mobiles; the gaining of permission frorn 
our neighbors to use their houses as 
backgrounds in our kodak pictures; the 
inveigling of politicians, lawyers and 
their mutual friends into writing recom- 
mendations for us. 

As a guide in the making of our book, 
we referred to that submitted by Tau 
Chapter. We discovered that they pos- 
sessed an organization before affiliating 
themselves with Psi Iota Xi. Thereupon 
we decided that we must at once organ- 
ize and give unto ourselves a name. A 
book containing Japanese names was 
found. Athough the Japanese word for 
dandelion is much more musical in 
sound than that standing for chrysan- 
themum, nevertheless, we chose the lat- 
ter since its social standing in the floral 
world is so much higher than that of the 
insignificant dandelion. Thus originated 
our former name, O Ki Ku. 

Our recommendations from our poli- 
ticians, lawyers, and their mutual friends 
were so convincing that we did not ex- 
perience the customary inspection of our 
moral and social strata. However, these 
had no effect upon the examination 
which was given to us at the installation 
of our chapter. The only thing that made 
it possible for Pi Chapter to become a 
reality was the fact that arithmetic had 
not at that time been added to the cur- 
riculum. Altogether, the standing of Pi 
in the examination would compare fav- 
orably with that of a high grade moron. 

In the fall we received a letter sug- 
gesting the topics that might be used in 
preparing our literary program. Our pro- 
eram committee was very careful to 
consider the temperament and aura of 
each individual before assigning a spe- 
cial subject to that person; a girl, who 
was forced early into the industrial 
ranks, was given the subject “Child 
Labor”, another, who occupies at least 
one hour of the day traveling by street 
car, received the topic, “Art in Advertis- 
ing”, while still another, Hilda Schwehn, 
by name, was given the subject, “Maeter- 
link,” because of her French descent. 

Our social life reminds one of the 
Lenten season, very quiet but at times 
surprising. Our charitable efforts have 
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been extended only to our immediate 
vicinity. At the present time, with our 
dues to the Grand Treasurer unpaid and 
a dance materializing upon May the 
third, premonitions of bankruptcy are 
frequently felt. 

We are so very, very young that our 
inactive membership consists of just one 
member — our former president, Mrs. 
George Rogers (nee Velma Grosjean) 
who is living at Decatur, Illinois. Our 
active members are fourteen strong with 
a reserve of two pledges. 

So far this year we have had no men- 
tality test, but hope to raise consider- 
ably our standard of last summer by 
having taken in girls of supreme mental 
capacity. Not long ago one of these sup- 
erfine creatures remarked, “I don’t be- 
lieve in the ‘shimmee’ but it’s lots of fun 
to do.”

FORT WAYNE PHILHARMONIC 
RECEIVES ENDOWMENT CHECK 


On Friday, September 23, 1950, Mrs. J. 
D. Young, on behalf of the state Psi Iota 
Xi, presented a check to the Fort Wayne 
Philharmonic Orchestra, part of the an- 
nual interest accrued on the National 
Symphony Endowment Fund. 


Psi Iota Xi established its symphony 
fund in 1945 and the interest each year 
has always been used for the support of 
the Indianapolis orchestra. This marks 
the first year that another Indiana sym- 
phonic organization has been recognized 
and the money divided. 


While the interest on the $10,000 trust 
fund is still small, less than $100, the 
endowment is steadily being increased 
by an annual $500 grant from the na- 
tional Psi Iota Xi treasury as well as by 
gifts from chapters and individual Psi 
Iota Xi members throughout the state. It 
is hoped that the fund will reach such 
proporions that the annual interest will 


give sizable support to Indiana sym- 


phonies. 


Roger Hall, business manager, in ac- 
cepting the check expressed his and the 
orchestra’s appreciation, saying he felt 
the Philharmonic was indeed honored to 
be the first orchestra in Indiana outside 
Indianapolis whose work had _ been 
recognized by Psi Iota Xi Sorority.

CHARITY REPORT 


This concludes my third year as your 
charity chairman. It has been a decided 
pleasure and a most interesting and 
worthwhile experience to have served 
Psi Iota Xi in this capacity. To me, the 
charitable efforts and many outstanding 
accomplishments in this field are what 
makes us so very proud of our sorority. 
It is amazing when we look at the over- 
all picture of what we have accomplished 
in a year’s time and even more amazing 
when we see a total of three years’ chari- 
table efforts. In three years our national 
sorority has spent $15,263.00 on its char- 
ity program and individual chapters in 
that time have spent a total of $151,- 
000.16 on their charitable projects in 
their own communities. These figures in 
themselves are stupendous, although it 
is difficult to show the good we have 
done in terms of dollars and cents. Rath- 
er, I like to think of the number of han- 
dicapped children to whom we have giv- 
en a new lease on life, the students we 
have encouraged to enter the field of 
teaching handicapped children, and to 
know that we have encouraged and sup- 
ported cultural projects. Also, I like to 
think of the good each individual chap- 
ter is doing in its own community. All of 
this adds up to something that makes 


one proud she is a member of an organi- 
zation which is able through its charity 
program to accomplish so much good. 

A new two-year charity program was 
voted upon at our recent June conven- 
tion. Delegates voted to continue the 
traveling clinic in co-operation with In- 
diana University; they voted the con- 
tinuance of the summer boarding clinic 
in connection with Ball State Teachers 
College; they granted a half time gradu- 
ate assistantship to a worthy student at 
Indiana State Teachers College special- 
izing in the field of Speech and Hearing 
Therapy and they voted a $100 scholar- . 
ship to a graduate student in this same 
field at Ohio State University. 

All of these projects are outstanding 
and very worthwhile. Our charity budget 
for the next two years is approximately 
$5,000.00 per year. It is each and every 
individual chapter and each active mem- 
ber in every chapter that make this 
charity program possible. If you give the 
same wholehearted co-operation to your 
new charity chairman which I have al- 
ways received, I know that this program 
for which you have voted can be carried 
out with efficiency.

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Speech eps Hearing rofects

The Psi Ote national sorority as well 
as the local chapters have made a very 
large and important contribution to the 
development of interest in handicapped 
children and programs designed to ex- 
amine and treat children who have 
speech and hearing disorders. There is 
probably no organization in the United 
States which has started as early and 
stayed with the program as long as the 
Psi Iota Xi. 

In 1938 the national organization 
voted to support a Traveling Clinic pro- 
ject at Indiana University. Since that 
time the Psi Otes have supported each 
year either a Traveling Clinic or a clin- 
ical project at Bloomington. For the past 
two years the project has been in the 
nature of a summer Traveling Clinic 
program designed primarily for the pur- 


a 


pose of reaching rural children who have 
not been contacted before and whose 
public schools do not offer rehabilitation 
work for the speech and hearing handi- 
capped. The purposes of this Traveling 
Clinic are to offer facilities for examina- 
tion and diagnosis for handicapped per- 
sons. This service is in the field of re- 
education — not in medicine — to ac- 
quaint persons in need of therapy with 
the existing facilities and to assist them 
in obtaining the help they need and to 
interest the normal persons in the re- 
habilitation of the handicapped persons. 


The unit is composed of a speech path- 
ologist, a clinical psychologist, and two 
speech and hearing therapists. They are 
in the field for nine weeks during the 
months of June, July, and August. They 
are kept kusy each day examining 
handicapped children, consulting with

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parents and other interested persons, 
demonstrating methods of _ therapy, 
helping locai schools to develop pro- 
grams, and discussing problems of 
handicapped children before groups. Be- 
fore this Traveling Clinic can go into the 
field, however, a great deal of ground 
work is done by personal conferences 
and by correspondence. Letters contain- 
ing information about the Clinic were 
sent to all city and county superintend- 
ents, elementary school principals, and 
school nurses. Later in the spring letters 
were sent to superintendents asking if 
they had children who needed examina- 
tions and telling them how many of 
those children could be examined. After 
receiving an answer from these super- 
intendents, case history forms were sent 
to them to be given to parents, teachers, 
and doctors. After these forms were 
filled out and returned to the Clinic, the 
specific dates were sent when the chil- 
dren could be examined, and the centers 
were indicated where the children would 
be examined. An attempt is made to 
change the center from one year to an- 
other in order to enable each local chap- 
ter of the Psi Iota Xi to have some direct 
contact with the Clinic while it is in that 
locality. This is not always possible if a 
large area is to be served which has only 
one Psi Ote chapter. 

During the summer of 749, over 400 
children and adults received examina- 
tions and recommendations. Parents 
and other interested adults received in-

structions as to how to deal with these 
problems. Reports were sent to all of the 
school systems referring cases to the 
Clinic and also to other referral agen- 
cies. A number of letters have been re- 
ceived which indicate the satisfaction 
which a number of parents have felt to- 
ward the examination program which 
the Psi Otes had sponsored. Also, a num- 
ber of children who could not be treated 
satisfactorily in their own home town 
and who probably would not have re- 
ceived help otherwise have been sent to 
clinics and hospital centers for the edu- 
cational rehabilitation or medical care 
which they needed. 


In the ’49 clinic over 40 per cent of the 
counties responded. This year it is not 
possible to say how many counties will 
have children examined, but plans are 
made to examine children from over 120 
different school systems; and, if most of 
the schools follow through with the ex- 
aminations as expected, we should reach 
into many more rural areas in the sum- 
mer of ’50 than in the summer of ’49. 
The summer clinic in our estimation has 
been a definite success, but it has not 
achieved the final goal of interesting all 
of the rural communities in the field of 
special education. After some additional 
time has been allotted to this goal, it 
should be possible to interest these com- 
munities in obtaining professionally 
trained people who can give assistance 
to their handicapped children.

Many times since your visit to Terre 
Haute last year I have meant to contact 
you and thank you on behalf of your 
organization for your assistance in col- 
lege. I did appreciate it very much, and 
now that I’m teaching I realize more 
fully that special education is the 
answer in so many cases of supposedly 
backward children. 

My little school is located in Neche, 
North Dakota, a town of about 563 peo- 
ple. The high school has sixty-six stu- 
dents, three teachers, of which I am one, 
it is a wonderful experience. Thanks 
again to you and have a happy year.

This report on your assistance to de- 
serving college students to continue 
their training to become teachers of ex- 
ceptional children is only a small link in 
your long chain of service. We in the 
education of exceptional children hear 
of your service work whichever way we 
turn but we know it extends in many 
other directions too. 

At Indiana State Teachers College 
your service program this year was 
directly to college students through 
scholarships. Five students, three women 
and two men, made good scholastic rec- 
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ords, two with averages of “A” and three 
with averages of “B” in addition to con- 
siderable extra-curricular college work. 
All of the students have plans for next 
year. Three of them are starting on 
their work of service to exceptional 
children; one in speech correction to 
Vincennes, Indiana, one in speech cor- 
rection to Cincinnati, Ohio, and one in 
the education of mentally retarded chil- 
dren to International Falls, Minnesota. 
Of the two remaining, one completed 
his bachelor’s degree and will continue 
in school for graduate work and the 
other a junior this year will complete 
his fourth year of college. These students 
have greatly appreciated the assistance 
that you have given them and on several 
occasions have stated that it was one 
of the important factors enabling them 
to complete their education.

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The National Psi Iota Xi Sorority and 
Ball State Teachers College jointly spon- 
sor a Summer out-patient clinic for chil- 
dren. It has two purposes, the helping of 
children who have speech and hearing 
deficiencies and the training of teachers 
for handicapped children. The National 
Psi Iota Xi Sorority provides board, 
room, and a contingent fee for ten chil- 
dren for ten weeks each year. Local sor- 
ority chapters provide the spending 
money, paying it directly to Ball State 
Teachers College. If parents of the chil- 
dren can afford the spending money 
they reimburse the local chapter that is 
sponsoring the child. Ball State pays the 
cost of instruction and supplies. 


The cost to the Psi Iota Xi Sorority 
is for board, room, and fees. The board 
and room for each child is $13 per week. 
This would be $1300 for the two five- 
weeks sessions or a total of $2600 for a 
two-year arrangement.. The contingent 
fee for medical, library, and recreational 
service is $7.50 for each child for each 
five-week period. There are two five- 
week terms each summer. The total cost 
for contingent fees would be $150 a year 
or $300 for the two-year period. The 
total cost of the program for your soror- 
ity would then be $1450 for each year or 
$2900 for two years. Your sorority might 
be interested in knowing that Ball State 
Teachers College, each year, plans on 
spending $2100 in addition to its regular 
teacher training budget for the summer 
out-patient program. 


It is our hope and desire that children 
chosen for the summer clinic could come 
from towns where there are Psi Ote 
chapters and where these local chapters 
could aid in the follow-up work both 
through the schools and the home. It is 
also our desire that representatives from 


local chapters be chosen or appointed to 
attend our clinic program each summer. 
Perhaps this is an item of business that 
each local chapter could take up at its 
next meeting.

LEBANON PSI OTE FARMS 
“BY THE BOOK” 


(Editor’s note: Alma Nelson (Mrs. 
Robert) is a member of the Lebanon Psi 
Iota Xi Chapter. The following article 
appeared in the Sunday Indianapolis 
Star Magazine May 7, 1950. 

Mrs. Robert Nelson couldn’t find a dull 
minute in her life if she had a blood- 
hound to help her. 

While her husband, Dr. Robert Nelson, 
is saying, “Open wider, please,” in his 
Lebanon dentist’s office, and two older 
sons, Robert, 16, and David, 14, are shin- 
ing their brass buttons at Culver Mil- 
itary Academy, and son Jack, 10, is 
pondering fractions in Lebanon grade 


school, Mrs. Nelson in boots and jacket 
is managing a thoroughly up-to-date 
130-acre farm a couple of miles west of 
Lebanon. 


That is, after she has had breakfast 
for husband and Jack ready at 7:30 a. 
m. and gotten them headed for town, 
father to the office and Jack to school. 


She’s strictly a book farmer, she says, 
adhering closely to the feeding formulas, 
fertilizing formulas and modern tech- 
niques from her county agent and the 
agricultural research laboratories of 
Purdue University. 

“I leave all the experimenting to 
them,” she says. “I do just exactly as 
they say, and it comes out all right.” 

With one farm hand to help her she 
Oversees all the planting, care and har- 
vesting of crops and all the care of the 
livestock. Annually she markets 60,000 
pounds of high-grade pork on the hoof, 
several thousand pounds of Shorthorn 
beef, seventy fat lambs from her own 
flock and a carload of Western lambs 
that she has fed to marketable pound- 
age. 

They bought the farm several years 
ago when they wanted their boys to have 
the sunshine, fresh air and atmosphere 
of farm life. Dr. Nelson, however, found 
he had insufficient time from his dental 
practice, so he turned the whole respon- 
sibility for the farm over to his wife. So 
now she’s wife, mother, housekeeper and 
farm manager. 

During the third week in January, 
when the hogs are farrowing, and in 
February, when the ewes are becoming 
mothers all over the place at the rate 
of several a night, Mrs. Nelson is mid- 
wife to the animals as well. Her alarm 
clock rings at two-hour intervals, as she 
makes her lantern-lighted rounds to see 
that nature is functioning properly in 
the hog houses and sheep sheds. Her 
farrowing houses are kept warm and 
comfortable. 

Mrs. Nelson Keeps registered hogs of 
Berkshire and Hampshire breeds, and 
crosses them for what she considers the 
best production in marketable pork. 

But she never lets the high pressure 
of her many jobs make life drab nor 
monotonous. After the farrowing and 
the lambing season is over she takes a 
vacation trip to Florida until it’s time to 
put the crops in. She is active in com- 
munity life. 

When you see her at a social gather- 
ing with her husband and her handsome 
sons in their Culver uniforms, you’d 
never dream she is a farm manager. 


To her many friends throughout the 
state it should be good news to know 
that Virginia Stoner, Epsilon Chapter, 
Columbus, has recently been appointed 
to the Executive Council of the Alumnae 
Association of Indiana University for a 
period of three years.

NEW CASTLE’S NUTRITION CAMP 
GAINS RECOGNITION 


(Editor’s note: The following article 
was taken from The Indianapolis Star, 
and one that I feel worthy of a place in 
our year-book.) 

New Castle, Ind. — The Psi Iota Xi 
nutrition camp at the edge of Memorial 
Park northwest of New Castle has more 
than proven its worth to the community 
fighting tuberculosis at its source— 
undernourished and underweight chil- 
dren. 

The camp, established in 1937 by the 
local sorority, is no hospital, it’s a place 
for fun. Here children enjoy benefits of 
sunshine, organized play and healthful 
living. They have a regulated diet, 
which includes plenty of milk. The camp 
period is a health-building schedule of 
rest, passive recreation and craft work. 

The sorority operated its first season 
of camp on a fund built up through its 
annual charity dances and other pro- 
jects. Since the first season it has been 
an agency of the New Castle Community 
Fund. 

That first year, when the camp was 
located on the Dr. George Sweigart farm 
seven miles west of New Castle and 
about a half mile north of Mt. Lawn, a 
gross of 184 pounds weight was added to 
the 33 youngsters who spent three weeks 
apiece at the camp. Last year youngsters 
attending camp showed an average of 
six pounds during their stay. This sea- 
son, at the end of the first two weeks, 
one girl had increased her weight six 


and one-half pounds, while the smallest 
gain was recorded by the lightest girl in 
camp, who advanced only two and one- 
half pounds. 

At first the camp was for both boys 
and girls but the last two years it has 
been for girls only, ranging from 7 to 11 
years of age. 

All girls of the community, threatened 
by tuberculosis yet not having active 
cases, are eligible for camp. There are 
two four-week periods with 12 girls at- 
tending each of the two periods. Recom- 
mendations for admission are made by 
the city health nurse and the county 
nurse. Potential campers’ health records 
are checked as to vaccination, tuberculin 
test, tonsils, adenoids, teeth and skin 
condition. 


Campers may come because they have 
been unable to gain back lost pounds 
following an illness, never acquired pro- 
per eating habits or need a regular rou- 
tine established. 


The present camp building was erected 
in 1940 at a cost of $1,458.13 with funds 
from the charity treasury of the soror- 
ity. It’s a one-story frame structure fin- 
ished with brown creosote stain. It has 
an asphalt roof, and the building in- 
cludes a recreation room, dormitory, 
showers and toilet, counsellor’s room, 
kitchen and dining room. 


The condition of children as they enter 
camp, their gains in weight and health 
accomplished during the camp periods 
are recorded on cards in a filing system.

(Taken from Vol. I No. I, The Helicon, 
dedicated to the founders, and quoting a 
clipping from the October, 1897, issue 
of the first high school Helicon, edited 
by Alpha Chapter.) 

“It was not until the hot weather was 
over, and the beautiful September days 
and frosty evenings had arrived that 
the girls of the Muncie high school woke 
up to their interests. As soon as the boys 
had organized a cadet corps football 
team and various other thinys, the girls 
began to realize that they must organize 
something, if only a sewing society or 
cooking club. Five of the girls, who usu- 
ally spent their leisure time before school 
walking around the block, asked them- 
selves the question: ‘Why can’t we have 
a Greek letter society for girls?’ From 
that time forth, they, with three teach- 
ers, have labored earnestly to make the 
order a reality, and, now that it is a re- 
ality, it remains to be seen with what 
success they will meet. Several meetings 
were held, a constitution was adopted 
and everything was soon in systematic 
working order. They decided upon the 
name ‘Psi Iota Xi’ and selected turquoise 
blue and old gold for their colors. This 
publication of The Helicon is their first 
effort and all are pleased with the at- 
tempt. The society has many good ob- 
jects in view and it is to be hoped that 
these young ladies have laid the founda- 
tion for a society that will last as long 
as there is a high school in Muncie.” -.

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RILEY CHEER GUILD 
A WORTHWHILE PROJECT 


One of the simplest and most satisfy- 
ing philanthropies carried on by several 
Psi Ote chapters is the maintenance of 
a chapter of the Riley Hospital Cheer 
Guild, that makes the stay of each young 
patient in the James Whitcomb Riley 
Hospital for Children, in Indianapolis, as 
pleasant as possible. 


The Cheer Guild also provides numer- 
ous little necessities and comforts for 
patients in the Rotary Convalescent 
Home, the Robert W. Long Hospital, and 
the Coleman Hospital for Women as well 
as gifts and entertainment for children 
in Riley. 

Organized in 1924, the Guild has grown 
from a group of a dozen Indianapolis 
women into a statewide organization of 
15,000 members. 


Only requirements of auxiliary chap- 
ters are dues of ten cents per member 
each year and one contribution of cash, 
gifts or service during the year. Each 
chapter selects a name reminiscent of 
the Hoosier poet’s dialect. Cheer Guild 
chapters are formed within many wom- 
en’s organizations throughout the state. 


Typical of Psi Ote activity in the Riley 
Cheer Guild is the Greensburg chapter, 
“When the Green Gits Back in the 
Trees,’ sponsored by Sigma Chapter. 
After dyeing and decorating Easter eggs 
for every patient in each of the Indiana 
University Medical Center hospitals in 
1949, Greensburg Psi Otes had exper- 
ienced such deep satisfaction in serving 
those less fortunate that they decided to 
form an auxiliary chapter of the Guild. 


Affiliating in June, 1949, the members 
decided to make jelly for toast on cold 
winter mornings. Late in the summer 
each girl was responsible for taking two 
glasses of jelly to the home of the Riley 
Cheer Guild chairman, Mrs. Charles 
Overpeck, who packed it and took it all 
to the hospital. 
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Again at Eastertime this year each 
child was the recipient of an Easter re- 
membrance from “When the Green Gits 
Back in the Trees.” Currently Greens- 
burg members are making scuffies, serv- 
iceable little slippers, from gay, wash- 
able prints, trimmed in matching tape 
of a plain color. Soon they will begin 
making crib quilts from the little scraps 
left from the scuffies. 


Other Cheer Guild chapters formed 
within Psi Ote chapters include: “The 
Rain,’ Gamma Beta, Remington, formed 
January 11, 1945; “Christine’s Song,” 
Gamma Delta, Attica, June 5, 1945; 
“Prophesyin’,” Delta, Indianapolis, No- 
vember 23, 1948; “Offered in Love,” Rho, 
Angola, April 8, 1949.
